Judge Charles Kerr, in the Fayette 
Gircoit Court, '.Saturday afteimooo, 
modified ordera pri^vionsly made ia the 
caae of Mr8.| Maggie 'Rogera McClint- 
ock va. Jame% D. McClintock, in which 
the court reduced the amount of ali- 
mony tor Mrs. ^McClintock frum [$100 
to $62.50 per month and modified the 
order in relation to the time Mr. Mc- 
Clintock should see their child. 

Mr. «nd Mrs. McClintock 'have an 
equal division of time as fto seeing the \ 
child on Sundays, while Mr. McClint- 
ock will be permitted to see Hhe child 
two hours each week day. The court 
granted to the father the privilege ^of 
seeing the child (or taking advantage 
of the privilege at une time any day of 
the v^eek. Mr. McClintock was for- 
merly allowed to ace tbe'^fhild ithree 
hours daily. 

Following Judge Kerr'g announce- 
ment of his decision. Maury Kemper, 
representins: Mr?. McClintock, asked 
an appeal, which was granted. The 
action of the court was made on a mo- 
tion made by Mr. McClintock asking 
that the amount of alimony be reduced 
and that he be allowed .to aee his 
daughter as contemplated in the judg- 
ment ot the court. 

Mr. McClintock was represei^ted by 
Col. John R. Allen, of Lexington, and 
Judge Denip Dandon, of Paria. Col. 
A Ilea read aa affidavit aigaed .by Mr. 
McClintock in which he aet op the 
grouada that hia income from all 
soiKcea is $3,246 annoally, and that his 
necessary expeaditurea w«re so much 
that after paying (the alimony of $100 
per month ha had practically nothing 
left. 

Col. Allen reported that Mr. Mc- 
Clintock had paid $568 as expenses in- 
curred in the f Court of Appeals, and 
that he raid $1,200 fee^as directed by 
the court some'time ago as |part pav- 
ment.forjthe attorneys (fcr Mrs. : Mc- 
Clintock. Ke :said that if expenses 
continued to pile ud- Mr. McClintock 
would have but little'money left when 
his daughter reached womanhood. 
Practicallythe same statencBti were 
made by Judge Dundon. 

Mr. Kemper said that the reason 
that Mr. McClintock had not been per- 
mitted to see his child ad often as con- 
templatcKd in tbe'order of the court was 
that he w«a oahiod in hii alimony pay- 
ments.

Duckling Should Be Marketed Befcre 
Twelve Weeks Old — Same Is 
Said of Qoelings. • 

A Pekin duckling weighs about two 
ounces when hatched, and should 
take on weight as follows: Three to 
Tour weeks, one pound; six to eight 
\^'eeks, four to four and on^half 
pounds; and at ten weeks, fire and 
one-half to six pounds. Ducklings 
should be marketed at from nine to 
twelve weeks of age. After that they 
take on weight slowly, and It is not 
profitable to keep them longer than 
twelve weeks. 

Geese grow about as rapidly as 
ducks. Allowance of course must be 
made for the original difference In 
size — newly hatched goslings weigh- 
ing about four ounces. Turkeys do 
not grow rapidly at the start, hat de- 
velop much quicker after three 
months of age.

Don't forget to sprinkle lime on 
drop boards, not too much, for It is 
hard on the chicken's feet. 

Meat in some form must be fed 
poultry at least twice a week — also 
green food if you want results. 

A good dry mash for layers: Two 
parts bran, 1 part commeal, 1 part 
alfalfa meal, and 1 part beef scrap. 

Ducks can be profitably bred for 
four years, geese can be bred for 
many years-^r a period that aeems 
incredible. 

Fifty hens with abundant room, 
care and proper feed will return more 
cash than one hundred carelessly fed 
and crowded. 

I>ust the hen with insect powder 
beforo setting, and twice more while 
hatching, then chicks will not be full 
of lice to begin with.

She goes to^the barbed wire fence and 
8<*ratches the itching spot, breaks the 
skin and leaves infected blood on the 
barbs, wbieb driea. but the genua re- 
main dormant waiting for, perhaps, a 
healthy t cow to eome along ; and she 
doei^ and aeratdiee, and aotematieally 
inoeolateg ber blood with the tuberca- 
losia germ.
